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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The preliminary amendment filed May 12, 2006 is acknowledged and has been 
entered. Claims 30, 36, 37 and 47 have been amended. Claims 1-20, 24-26, 34, 38-41, 
46 and 48-88 have been newly added. 

2. Claims 21-23, 27-33, 35-37, 42-45 and 47 are pending in this application and are 
currently subject to restriction. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 21-22, 27-28, 30-33, 35-37, 42-45 and 47, insofar as the claims are 
drawn to a purified polypeptide or antibody comprising the amino acid sequence of 
SEQ ID NO:5 or amino acids 31-35, 50-66, and 99-108 of SEQ ID NO:5. 

Group II, claims 21, 23, 27, 29-33, 35-37, 42-45 and 47, insofar as the claims are 
drawn to a purified polypeptide or antibody comprising the amino acid sequence of 
SEQ ID NO:7 or amino acids 23-36, 53-58, and 91-101 of SEQ ID NO:7. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

To have a general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1, the inventions need 
to be linked by a special technical feature. Notably, PCT Rule 13.2 sets forth that 
alternatives claimed in the same claim are linked by a special technical feature when 
the alternatives are of a similar nature. In this case the inventions of Groups I and II 
and not of a similar nature because, e.g., while polypeptides comprising the amino acid 
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sequence of SEQ ID NO:5 or polypeptides comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ 
ID NO:7 appear to share similar activities such as inducing apoptosis in neoplastic cells 
(see e.g., claim 44) since these polypeptides differ in amino acid sequence these 
polypeptides do not appear to share a significant structural element responsible for 
these activities. Therefore, the inventions of Groups I and II are not linked by a special 
technical feature as set forth by PCT Rule 13.2. 

For these reasons, the special technical feature of the invention of Group I is a 
purified polypeptide or antibody comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:5 or 
amino acids 31-35, 50-66, and 99-108 of SEQ ID NO:5. 

The special technical feature of the invention of Group II is a purified polypeptide 
or antibody comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:7 or amino acids 23-36, 
53-58, and 91-101 of SEQ ID NO:7. 

Accordingly the groups are not so linked as to form a single general concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1.
